
LONG SOOTS AT LAKESIDE. 



The afternoon yestorday resembled an early 
spring day and as a fairly good program waa 
offered at Lakeside, an extraordinarily large 
Monday crowd was on hand. There was a 
sprinkling of good class horses in three of 
the races and the sport in general was good 
considering the season of the year. 

An allowance race at nine furlongs was the 
principal feature, and J. W. 8chorr’s con. 
sisteut colt, Macy, notwithstanding that he 
was giv ng away a lot of weight to everything 
else in the race, was an odds-on favorite. One 
to two was the very best price offered against 
him. Of course Burns rode Macy, and know- 
ing the colt was fit and good he took him to 
the front passing the stand and setting a Dac« 
that soon stopped all those behind him, won as 
he pleased. Passing the half mile grouud and 
on the far turn The Devil was up close 
enough to appear to have a winning 
chance, and those who had played Macy 
and remembered the way The Devil beat 
him at Harlem this summer felt a trifle 
^uneasy. Rounding into the stretch, how- 
ever, Burns let out a link and before the 
eighth post was reached it was evident the 
Schorr colt could not lose. Macy was pulled 
almost to a walk at the finish. Storm King 
was a distant third and Donna Rita, who ran 
a very bad race, was “absolutely.” 

Like Macy, Frank Bell was a red hot odd6-on 
favorite for his race. This colt had only an 
ordinary lot to beat and the race was at his 
favorite distance -four and one-half furlongs 
He won easily and equaled the track record at 
the distance, which was made by Holy Terror 
July 13, 1896. Frank Bell’s was far the better 
performance. He carried 120 pounds while 
Holy Terror only had up 100. 

Bloss took Frank Bell to the outside at the 
post and broke from the rear but before going 
twenty-five feet he was in front and after that 
nothing ever got within hailing distance of 
him. 

From a time standpoint the race was a crack- 
ing good one. The first eighth was run in 12 
seconds, the quarter in 231 and the half in 481. 
Boney Boy, close to the inside rail at the post, 
beat the barrier about a length, and being 
never worse than second, got the place rather 
handily from Andes. The latter was slow in 
breakiug away and had bad racing luck through- 
out. 

Goal Ruunor, by Dundee— Our Pet, belonging 
to Tom Ryan, and at 100 to 1, ran a cracking 
good race, finishing fifth, lapped on Fontaine- 
bleu. The latter is a slow breaker and wants a 
longer route to do his best. 

Out of the second race, a mile selliug event, 
came a rousing finish. There were fourteen 
starters and, Milwaukee, with Burns up, was 
favorite at 3 to 1. In the race were several bad 
actors, but starter Dwyer was lucky and kept 
them at the post but four minutes, and when 
he gave the word the field was well bunched. 
King Bermuaa went to the front on the first 
turn, but was joined by Lucid entering the back- 
stretch. This pair raced head and head to the 
j^^ee-eighths post where there was a general 
^ffosiug up, and rounding to the turu for home 
Fonclif showed in front. He did not last long, 
and. under punishment, swerved badly. Mil- 
waukee now made a strong bid and followers of 
Burns shouted “it’s all over.” Tommy, though, 
may have become a trifle careless, and before 
he knew what had happened, out of the bunch 
came Count Fonso with a terrific rush and won 
the race by a scant half length. The latter 
sweived at the end but was clear of the field 
at the time and caused no damage. Surmount, 
frcai a poor beginning, was third and Fonclif 



fourth. Cc unt Fonso was a 20 to 1 chance and 
the ring rejoiced. 

The first race was a six furlong dash for 
maiden two-year-olds and Master Buck, one of 
the longest shots in the race, won in a driving 
finish from Banish. Master Buck was off fifth 
but took the track early and led all the way. 
The favorite Nailer, poorly handled by Burns, 
was a distant third. 

W. C. T. looked to be in a soft spot in the 
third event and was made a 7 to 10 favorite. 
Ho was far the best, and had to be to win. Cay- 
wood got away all tangled up, and was ob iged 
to take the long route. He made up his ground 
gradually and when he struck the stretch was 
in front, and from there home he had an easy 
task, 

The day’s sport was brought to a close with a 
seven and one-half furlong selling race. It was 
3 to 1, take your pick, and consequently a good 
betting affair. After Silver Set, Graziella and 
Hardly had raced themselves to pieces along 
came Her Favor and, stalling off Inconstancy, 
won with something left at the end by a scant 
half length. 

NOTES OF THE TUKF. 



The highest auction price for a thorough- 
bred in this country was $100,000, paid for 
St. Blaise by Charles Reed, Fairview Stud, 
Tennessee, at the dispersal sale of the Nur- 
sery Stud, property of the late Hon. A. 
Belmont, in 1891. The best average was 
$8,609.61, obtained at the sale of F. A. Ehret’s 
horses in training in 1892, when twenty-six 
head brought $223 850. At this sale M. F. Dwyer 
paid $30 000 for Don Alonzo, $24,000 for Yorkville 
Belle and $20,200 for Dobbins. The same year 
the horses in training of the late J. M. Brown & 
Co. averaged $6,072.72, eleven ;head realizing 
$66 800. In December. 1890, the horses in train- 
ing of the late Hon. A. Belmcnt were sold at 
Babylon, L. I., when ten head brought $71,000 
an average of $7,100. The highest priced year- 
ling was King Thomas, by King Ban- Maud 
Hampton, which brought $28,000 at the Rancho 
del Paso sale of yearlings in 1888.— Turf, Field 
and Farm. 

Colonel William L. Cassidy, the wealthy St. 
Louis turfman, who used to be interested 
with Johnny Huffman, intends to campaign a 
select string of his own horsos next season. 
He intends to have about six serviceable 
platers and will look the market over 
thoroughly before investing. Colonel Cassidy 
wired bids on Kenmore Queen, Orion 
and one or two more of the Bromley 
outfit recently, but the prices realized were 
away beyond Colonel Cassidy’s figures. As 
all the recent sales would indicate, the eastern 
market for thoroughbreds has been exceedingly 
brisk. All sorts of fancy prices are being real- 
ized for useful horses.— St. Louis Republic. 

It has been definitely decided that a meeting 
will be given at the Kentucky Association 
grounds immediately after the close of the 
Latonia meeting. As the Latouia meeting will 
probably be extended to about November 10, 
the Lexington meeting will probably begin 
about November 12, and continue one week, or 
two, as the weather is favorable or unfavor- 
able. Messrs. Milton Young and Gus Straus 
have the arrangements in charge. 

It is reported here that Mr. J. B. Haggin has 
purchased St. Gatien, Meddler’s sire, for $7,500, 
the amount of the reserve fixed for him when 
recently offered at the Easton sales. St. Gatien 
is still in England, but it is reported will soon 
be brought over and established at Mr. Hag- 
gin’s Elmendorf stud. He is 17 years old and 
said to be in fine health and vigor. The Thor- 
oughbred Record.
